GLIMPSES OF CHINA. 
: oe 
SHANGHAL, 


Shanghai is the most noctherly of the five 

“treaty ports on the south-east coast of China, 
and is situated at the junction of the rivers 
Hwang-po and Woosun;, which flow into the 
Yangtsze, in the province of Kiang-su, 
* The site upon which the present city now 
stands was occupied by a native town bearing 
the same name of Shanghai—which means 
“near the sea”—as early as the year 249 B.C., 
and Chinese records show that, from even as 
far back as the 11h century, it was of no little 
commercial importance, attaining in fact to the 
rank of a city as early as the cith century. 

The port was opened to foreign trade in the 
year 1843, aficr some fighting between the 
British and Chinese fuice which took place the 
previous year. 
commenced to settle in the plice and several 
houses and other bitdings were erected by 
them, other European nitioss, of which the 
French were the most prominent, not being 


slow to fallow our lead and’ to obtain conces- 


sions in the vicinity of the native town. 


S anghoi is situated in a dare and well 
watered plaia shu in by luv hills on the west- 
ward side only... This plain is for the most part 
under cultivation, ride, colios, and grains being 


grown in large quantities, for the soil is extieme-- 


ly rich, Cotton is, however, the. principal crop, 
and the importance of the city may be said to 
depend to a large extent on its being situated 
at the outlet of the cotton-growing districts, for 
with the exception of silk and tea, cotton forms 
the staple article of export of the place. 

This, Kiang-su plain is exceptionally fa- 
voured in the way of communications. by 
water, for rivers and creeks intersect it 

“in every direction, and by means of these 
the crops of cotton, grain, and vegetables, 
which are raised in abundance all over its 
area are carried with great facility to the city, 
whence they are exported on seageiny vessels 

- ta all parts of the world. 

The variety of veyetables raised is very great, 
the Chinese excelling in this branch of cultiva- 
‘tion; but besides vegetables, fruit, such as 
* peaches, plums, str wwberries, miedlars, cherries, 
. &e,, are kurgely and scecessfully grown in the 
surrounding diswicts, while from further north, 
apples, pears, grapes, walnuls, and’ chestnuts, 
are brought down in large quantities. Flowers, 
too, both European and indigenous, are cul- 
tivated by the Chinese, and flonrish in the 
public and private gardens of the various seitle- 

"ments, ‘ 

+ The approaches to Shanghai from the sea 
are via the estuary of the Vangtsze and up the 
Soochow creek.” This creek atmils with diffi. 
culty only of the passage of large steamers and 
many schemes have bee 4 formulated for widen- 
ing and Ccepening it, but Whout great success, 
The Chinese Government are, under treaty, 
supposed to maintain she open passage of ‘the 

- iver, but they with’ oriental indifference, in- 

terest themselves but slightl: in the matter; 

but the approaches from the sea are now well 
lighted and buoyed under Eurnpean superin- 
tendence, lighthouses having been erected at 
various points near the mouth of the estuary, 
and two lightships maintained in the main 

river below Woosung.' . 

After the first occupation by the British, the 
trade of Shanghai increased slowly until the 
opening to the Yangtsze and the northern ports 
in 1861, when commerce received a great 
stimulus. This was enhanced by the opening 

- up of Japan and by the adoption in that 

country of European methods and customs to 

‘such a large extent: ~ ‘ ° 

The value of land in the neighbourhood of 
the city rose considerably in consequence of 
the expansion of trade, so that.land in the 
various foreign concessions is at the present 
day worth fram. 1§ to 20 times as much ds at 
the time of the first occupation. These con: 
ceasion® have also been greatly enlarged al- 
though not without considerable difficulty : for 
the Supreme Government at Peking has de- 

- murred to every request made by the European 

and American communities at Shanghai, for an 

extension of the area oviginally granted to 
them. These extensions have, however, in 

. Most cases been in the end tardily conceded, 

so that the total of thé areas of foreign con- 

cessions in, or in the neighbourhood of the 

city, amount at the present day to some 6,000 

acres, All ground belongs nominally to the 

Emperor of China and an annual rent is paid 

‘to him for it by the forcign residents, 

Up to the year 1866 occasional risings and 
disturbances affected the progress of the port, 
and more than once these risings had to be re- 
pressed by force of-arms, Of these the most 
Important was the Taiping rebellion which 
was:not finally overcome until the year 1863, 

_ .but from then until the present time no serious 

* outbreaks have orcurred. A British garrison 

was, however, maintained in Shanghai up to 
the year 1866. Each foreign community is re- 
Presented by its awn consul, and civil and 
criminal cases are tried in the consular courts, 
In other respects, as regards Jocal affairs the 
residents govern themselves by means of the 


members of varlous nationalities, and this 
council is officially recognised by the Supreme 
Government and the diplomatic bodies at Pe- 
king. . : 

The streets of the European‘portions of the 
city are arranged for the most part at right 
angles and in a series of squares, on the 
American plan, and these streets which were 
originally narrow and inconvenient, as those of 
all Chinese towns are, have of late years been 

_ considerably widened, and the healthiness of 
tho clty considerably improved thereby. The 
roads and streets are well paved and. well 
lighted, and in addition to those of the city 
Proper, there are several good roads running 

Out into tho country, trees have been planted 
. ‘On either. side ofthese roads so that they form 

“Ey pleasant routes for riding, driving, and walking. 

. ‘The largest and most commodious residences 

* ofthe moro wealthy inhabitants, both native and 

forelgn, ave now situated outside the city snd 


Two years later foreigners” 


“Municipal Council, which now consists of nine, 


{ away from the busier part of the town. The 
Bubbling Well Road is one of the most favourite 
situations, and after that the Sicawei and 
Sinza roads, along each uf which are many of 
the finest mansions, enclosed in their own 
grounds, There are, moreover, several exten 
sive avenues of handsome trees in the outskirs 
of the city, while within it are two or three 
small but well Jaid out public parks and gar. 
dens, notably those in the Britt land American 
concessions. ‘ -_ 

The city is lit throughout by electric light, 
for the supply of which there are no Jess than 
four Electric Light Companies established and 
doing a good business, one of these, it may be 
remarked, being the Chinese Electric Lizht 
Company, 

‘The supply of water wns at first a consider. 
able difficulty owing to the low sand swampy 
natu‘e of the ground, and the absence of hills 
in the proximity of the city. A system of flier 
ation has now, however, been introduced, by 
which the water abtainable locally is rendered 
potable, and an ample supply is now available. 

Shanghai boasts no less than three first class 
hotels as well as numerous second class ones 
The larger ones are to a grentextent'*run on 
American lines, and'are replete with elevator: 
and every modern convenience, Inthe way of 
vehicular traffic, sickshaws are the most nusmer- 
ous form of canveyance, but there are, too, large 
quantiues of public and private saibea bites 
pony carriages, and carts, besides passenger 
and cargo wheelbarrows used by the Chinese. 

Five daily papers are published, of which four 
are English and one French. There are in 
addition to these, four weekly publications, 
There are also four native daily papers, in spite 
ofthe apparent excessive supply of news organs, 


all, both European and native journals, are said |° 


to be well supported and to havea good circula- 
tion, 

There are many fine buildings throughout 
the city. Of these Trinity Cathedral, designed 
by Sir Gilbert Scott, is a fine example of 
architectural skill, It is constructed of red 
brick with stone dressings, its length being 152 
fect, by s8 feet broad and sy feet. high, 
There is also a Rowan Catholic Cathedral in 
the French concession, as well as several 
other churches and chapels of the varinus 
denominations, The “hanghai Club is one of 
the largest and mast commodious institutions 
of the kind in the Eas, The building ‘itself is 
a handsome and well designed one, and it is 
favourably situated at oneend of the English 
bund It enst TI 120,000, or .more than 
£10,000 sterling, and is said ‘ta have ruined 
three contractors tn the course of building. 

‘Other buildings of note are ‘the British 
Consulate and Comt Uouse, situated at the 
otherend of the bund; the Masonic Hall, a 
fine edifice recently rebuilt; the premises of 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Cor 
poration, as well ns those of the ‘Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia and China, which are 
bath of them handsome edifices, 

There are two theatres, the Lyceum, a fair 
s‘'zed building capable of seating 700 persans, 
and the theatre attached to the German Club, 

One of the most striking edifices in the city 
is the Custom House, the buildings of which 
have a frontage on the bund of 135 feet, and 
on the Hankow Road of 155 feet. These were 
designed by Mr. John Chambers. In the 
‘centre rises a clock tower, with a four-faced 
clock, the height of this tower being ro feet 
and ronsequently a conspicuaus object from 
almost every part of the city. There are in 
addition to the ahove several other fine build- 
ings in the English and other foreign conces: 
sions, Of these the more noteworthy are the 
Central Police Station, the Town Hall and 
Public Market, large and airy, and lit through: 
out by electric light, and finally, in the French 
concession, the Municipal Hall and the Con- 
sulate.—-Ranpaon Tranes. i

His Lordship was good enough to inform 
dur representative that he had received no 
oficial information, but was in possession 
of the sad report of the demise of the 
Roma Catholic Pontiff from a private 
source. Myr, . Piazzoli further kindly 


jstated, in reply to inquiry, that suitable ar- 


rangements will be made for a commemora- 
live. service which will not, however, be held 
before seven days have elapsed from the 
date of the demise of His Holiness. ‘The 
death-bell at the R: C. Cathedral tolled at 
regular intervals of an hour to-day as soon 
as the regretiable news was received at the 
Mission House.

sufferings and allay the apprehensions of the 
lower’ class of the Chinese among whom re- 
pressive measures were called for in the 
insanitary state of the city. . He has yielded 
to native popular representation in’ keeping 
the theatres open ‘during the prevalence 


of the recent epideniic; and in doing so he 


acted contrary to the recommendation of a 
majority ofmembers of the Sanitary Board, 
by whom it was considered that the keeping 
open of the Chinese theatres was fraught 
with danger to ‘public health by the easier 
dissemination of plague. Sir Henry’s latest 
Governmental act, in so ‘far asthe Chinese

4AE CHARGE AGAINS? - 
(+) MCEWEN. ‘ 


The moet intéresting case on the cnlendar of 
the July Criminal Sessions was commenced at 


Chief Justice, Sir W.M. Goodman, and a special 
jury heard the charges against Robert Gardener 
McEwen, Inspector ‘of Markets, for “that he 


‘d:d onthe isth day of July, 1902, at Victoria, 


in this Colony, then being a public servant, to 
wit, Inspector. of Markets; uatawlally accept 


| from one Fung Yeung the sum of S10 


with a view to influence his conduct as 
Inspector if Markets as” aforesaid with 
regard to the performance of his duty in 
the ¢ forcement of the ordinances, bye-laws, 
and réyulat ons relating to markets and foods 
in this Colon.” He was further charged with 
accepting on the 14th September last the sum 
of $17-fram Leung’Siu, on 24th December last 
$120 from Chan Wong, and $30 from Lai Kan, 
and on the 25t! December last $100 from Ip 
Chung, Wu Kam and Lam King Shang. ; 

The Attorney General (Hon. Sir H, Spencer 
Berkeley), instructed by Ar. F. B, L. Bowley, 
napined un behalf of the Crown, and Mr, M. 
W, Siade, barrister-at-law, instructed by Mr. 
E, J* Grist (of Messrs, Wilkinson and Grist), 
defended prisoner, who pleaded not! guilty. 
The following special jury was..sworn :— 
Messis. H. Pinckney, A.O’D, Gourdin, A. J. 
Raymond, W. H, Poits, D. W. Craddock, F. H. 
Arjanee and E. W. Rutter. 

In opening the case, the Attorney General 
sald that he defendant, who was an inspector 
of markets, was charged on the indictinent 
they had heard read with having, on the 
several days mentioned, reccived from the per: 
sons referred to certain sums stated to be paid 
by them to him as bribes:to influence his con- 
duct as such inspector of market to induce him 
to abstain from doing his duly as such inspector. 
There was no question of law involved in the 


case; the question was really one of fact, The 


Crown, would place Lefore the jury ‘certain 
evidence which, if they believed it, could leave 
no doubt in their mind: that as a fact Inspector 
McEwen icccived from certain stall holders and 
others in the Markets presents in the shape of 
money and goods, and they could only come 
to the conclusion that they were given to him 
and accepted by him for thet) proper and illegal 
purpose charged in the indictment. The case 
was one of great gravity and seriousness both 
from a public point of view and from the point 
of view of the Inspector himself, Therefore, he 
was sure the jury would, without any request 
on his part, bring to bear‘on the facts presented 
to them their most careful consideration. 
Counsel said he did not desire to, in any way, 
prejudice their minds against the defendant in 
the words he was going to use, but he felt it 
his duty to relate to them the fact that: it was 
absolutely necessary in the’ public’ interests 
that officers of the public service should be 
pure, and that they should discharge their duties 
without fear, favour or affection. If, there- 
fore, they came to the conclusion that as a fact 
presents were given to the Inspector with ‘the 
object of influencing him improperly, however. 
“much they might feel their verdict would be a 
most serious thing for the defendant, it would 
be. theirs duty, as a guardian of public morulity 
and public interests generally, to find a verdict 
against him. On the other hand, before they 
took the serious step of finding a man in de- 
fendant’s position guilty of the very serious 
offence of bribery they would be convinced. in 
their-own minds that he did not accept the 
bribes as charged. Counsel proceeded to point 
out that, before entering the service, the pri- 

soner was a police officer and was subsequently 
employed as Inspector of Markets. Everybody, 
of course, who accepted an’ office. under the 
public crust, he said, must be taken to be aware 
of the impropriety of receiving bribes, and still 
more so must’a man who had previously been 
in the police, If the jury, therefore, came to 
the conclusion tha: as a fact presents were 
received they could not hesitate to say that 
defendant was aware of the impropriety of 
accepting them. Previous history, previous 
training and previous experience would all have 
taught him that as Ins;-ector of Markets ‘he 
should not accept any presents from any per- 
sons against whom he would have {6 enforce 
the fans and regulations ef Hongkong, Pro- 


ceeding, Sir Henry said it. would appear that-|o 


the markets were under double control. The 
Registrar General had the letting ‘of stalls 
and the Sanitary Board was responsible 
for the healthiness of the food and the 
cleanliness of the markets. Inspectors were 
appointed for the (purpose of seeing that the 
‘food sold was fit fur consumption and that the 
stalls were kept in a state of cleanliness.
